Bracing for 
Snowstorm

Western New York braced to- 


day for another round of wind- 
whipped snow squalls w h i c h 
crippled the snowbelt area near 
Buffalo Thursday in a biting 
cold. 


The huge mass of arctic air 


wich enveloped many areas in 
the eastern two-thirds of the 
nation again dropped tempera- 
:ures to sub-zero from Montana 
to Maine and southward to Ken- 
tucky. Freezing weather for the 
second consecutive day spread 
into northern Florida and along 
parts of the Gulf Coast. 


The pre-winter spell of cold 


and heavy snow—a week long in 
most of the Midwest — was 
blamed for at least 22 deaths. 
Temperatures in the snow-cov- 
ered north central region in- 
cluded 25 below in International 
Falls, Minn., and ranged to a 
chilly 26 above in Tallahassee. 
Fla. 


The winter season starts offi- 


cially Sunday.

Members of Benedict's regi- 


ment began to arrive at Ticon- 
deroga four days after the fall 
of the citadel where they soon 
outnumbered the Green Moun- 
tain Boys who found garrison 
life too dull and returned to 
their frontier farms. A smaller 
fort on the lake at Crown Point 
was captured from the British, 
and Benedict promptly issued 
an order to all troops in the 
area, insisting that he was the 
sole commander. Ethan Allen, 
who remained at Ticonderoga, 
stubbornly 
declared that 
he 


was the commander. Both men 
wrote long letters to the patriot 
councils in Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, 
defending 
their 


claims. 


Still later the two rivals were 


outraged when a mail courier 
arrived 
with 
newspaper ac- 


counts of the capture of Ticon- 
clergoa. They were astonished 
to read that Colonel Easton had 
been the heroic leader of the 
expedition. Allen immediately 
wrote long letters of protest, to 
his sponsors in Hartford, while 
Benedict, who was now corres- 
ponding regularly with Philip 
Schuyler, sent the newspapers 
to the general at Albany but 
wisely added no comment of his 
own. 


And on June 24 he 
was 


stunned when Col. Benjamin 
Hinman of Massachusetts ar- 
rived with orders naming him 
as commander of the area and 
relegating Benedict to the posi- 
tion of deputy chief. 


Benedict, announcing that he 


would not serve as second-in- 
command to anyone, resigned 
his commission and departed 
the following day for Albany. 
Philip Schuyler, a distinguish- 
ed veteran of the French and 
Indian War, had just been 
named a major general of the 
Continental 
l i n e . 
Benedict 


wanted his advice and help. 


"I must, apologize for my ap- 


pearance, 
General," 
he said, 


"but my uniform was made be- 
fore I left New Haven this 
spring, and the tailor was ac- 
customed to making clothing 
for Redcoats. I've had not time 
to have another made for me." 


Schuyler smiled benignly. "If 


I have any influence with Gen- 
eral Washington and the Con- 


gress, you'll soon be wearing 
blue, Colonel Arnold." 


Benedict 
w a s 
delighted 


Schuyler was one of four Con- 
tinental 
major 
generals 
ap- 


pointed by the Congress. "You 
are very kind, sir." 


"As it happens, I'm a re- 


markably 
selfish 
old man." 


Schuyler glanced up when a 
butler appeared in the door- 
way, 
nodded and stood. "Come 


along to dinner." 


The table was laid with a 


cloth of handsome double da- 
mask, the old Dutch silverware 
gleamed in the candlelight and 
the dark brown sideboard was 
worth 
hundreds 
of 
guineas. 


Slightly dazed by the aristocra- 
tic splendor, Benedict tried to 
translate the worth of the side- 
board into dollars, the new 
American medium of exchange. 
But a sense of inferiority over- 
whelmed him. 


Schuyler and others of his 


class — men like Washington 
of Virginia and Robert Morris 
of Pennsylvania — took their 
good fortune for granted. Their 
families were so wealthy they 
were born to leadership: they 
assumed the obligations of pub- 
lic service automatically. No 
one questioned their right to 
command others because they 
themselves reacted instinctive- 
ly to challenges. 
There had 


been a time when Benedict had 
envied the gentlemen whom all 
others 
obeyed 
without ques- 


tion, but his experience at Ti- 
conderoga had changed him. 


He still felt unsure of him- 


self in their presence, but his 
one desire now was to emulate 
them. Ethan Allen had taught 
him that boors seized leader- 
ship by asserting 
themselves 


stridently, bluffing and forcing 
others to obey them. A true 
leader, on the other hand, was 
so sure of himself that he in- 
spired confidence. Men followed 
him of their own free will. On 
occasion, Benedict 
knew, he 


himself had been guilty of con- 
duct little better than Allen's, 
but in the future he would take 
care to use the members of the 
aristocracy as his model.
